Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant has amended claims 3, 4, 8, and 14 and as such these amendments to the claims result in a new 
combination of elements with respect to the other claims upon which they depend. Although limitations from original claims 10 and 12 
may appear in claims 3, 4, 8, and 14, these current amendments had not been previously considered in the context in which they now 
appear before the Examiner in relation to their relationship to claims that did not previously have such limitations. Furthermore, the 
Examiner notes Applicant's comment in Applicant's Remarks, n [s]ince each dependent claim is also deemed to define an additional 
aspect of the invention, however, the individual consideration of each on its own merits is respectfully requested."
